It is impossible at this stage in the con- 
dera tion of the matter to predict what will 
be done beyond the general statement that 
anything which resembles a continuance of 


the monopoly will be rejected. 
Standard Oil Orders Explicit. 


It ig not necessary for the government to 
approve or disapprove of any plan of action 
with respect to the Standard Oil company, 
pocording to the legal officers of the govern- 
ment. The Supreme court specifically com- 
manded the dissolution of the combination 
and in effect directed the transfer by the 
New Jersey corporation back to the stock- 
holders of the various subsidiary corpora- 
tions entitled to the same the stock which 
bad been turned over to the New Jersey 
*empany in exchange for its stock.“

Ownership or exerting any power, directly or 
tedirectly, in virtue of its apparent title to 
the stock of the subsidiary corporations, and

EXPOSES DOUBLE LIFE 


Chicago Corset Manufacturer Told 
Woman to Iry for Part 
of Estate. 


WIDOW AND CHILDREN PROFIT 


Bigamy was laid at the door of the late 
Lewis A. Downs, founder of the Gage-Downs 
Corset Manufacturing company, by his own 
son in a formal court charge yesterday. 

Royal C. Downs of Winnetka went before 
a magistrate in Canon City, Colo., and pre- 
sented evidence that his father, who hada 
wife and four children in Chicago, had gup- 
ported a seperate ménage for twelve yeare 
and that he hed cqemspired on his death bed 
to cheat his first and legal wife of valuable 
lands in the west by telling his bigamous 
wife to lay claim to them in court. 

As @ result Mrs. M. G. Mobley—the west- 
ern woman—lost by a court order of annul- 
ment the letters of administration previeusly 
granted to her. 

Judge Cooper, in the county court at Cafion 
City, after denying Mrs. Mobley’s claims, ap- 
pointed young Royal Downs administrator of 
his father’s estate, all of which will go to 
Mrs. Downs and her four Chicago children. 
There dare two daughters. In addition to 
Royal Downs, the other Chicago son is Lewis 
A. Downs, manager of the I. A. Newman 
Corset Manufacturing cempany, with resi- 
dence in La Grange. 

Marries Woman in Denver. 

Mre. Mobley married Downs in Denver 
Dec. 12, 1899, not knowing, she claims, that 
he had a wife living in Chicago. She did not 
learn that her husband was a bigamist until 
geven or eight years after she married him. 
ee she continued living with him ae his 

0. 

Downs traveled extensively throughout the 
‘west. He met Mrs. Mobley, the divorced wife 
of James Mobley of Carrollton, Mo., and 
when he married her he did not tell ber of hig 
wife in Chicago. He established a home in 


Denver for Mrs Mobley and lived with her 


there and at Canon City, Colo 

Last April Downs was stricken in Chicago 
and when he learned that he had no chance 
to recover he sent for Mrs. Mobley to come 
to him. Before his death he told her that he 
wanted her to receive a share of his prop- 
erty, but that in order to obtain it she would 
have to act with the greatest caution. 


Told Her to Fight Suit. 

By his direction she returned to Cafion 
City, and, after he died, applied to the Colo- 
rado court to be appointed administratrix of 
his estate there, which consisted of real 
estate valued at $6,000. The application was 
granted. A few days after the letters of 
administration had been issued to Mrs. Mob- 
ley, a letter was received by the court from 
Chicago heirs asking to be heard on an appli- 
cation for letters of administration. 

In its decision yesterday the court held 
that Mrs. Mobley was not, within the mean- 
ing of the law, a creditor of the estate and 
that she had no recourse upon which to obtain 
financial compensation for services rendered 
Downs while living with him in the relation 
of wife. 

Woman Gives Up at Last. 

Mrs. Mobley endeavored to show that she 
was entitled to compensation for services 
rendered Downe while living with him in 
the relation of wife, but the effort was aban- 
doned when the heirs at law offered to show 
that she was fully aware that her marriage 
to Downs was illegal. 

During the time Downs and Mrs. Mobley 
lived togéther he took her with him on many 
of his selling trips, and she claimed she 
assisted him in making sales, acting as his 
demonstrator and assistant. Downs always 
introduced her as his wife and she was ac- 
cepted as such by his friends in Cafion City 
and at other points in Colorado, where he 
was well known. 8 


WAGON KILLS LITTLE GIRL. 


Helen Tripp, 3 Years Old, Becomes 
Confused at Street Center and 
Wheel Crushes Neck.

Helen Tripp, a girl of only 3 years, started 
across the street in front of her home, 545 
Blackhawk street, yesterday, but became 
confused and unable to move out of the path 
of an approaching brewery wagon, and was 
killed. 

The lHttle girl seemed bereft of power to 
move after she had reached a point on her 
way directly in front of the team and wagon. 
Gustave Stein, the driver, did not notice the 
girl until bystanders shouted to him, as the 
horses knocked her down. 

The heavy wegon could not be stopped at 
once, and a wheel passed over the chiki’s 
neck, killing her instantly. Neighbors 
threatened the driver, but police quelled the 
disturbance. The coroner will investigate 
the death today.

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WANT AN ESCORT? 


Bluecoats Ready at Any Time 
of Night to Take Women 
to Their Homes. 


TEST MADE AT STATIONS. 


A poll of Chicago police stations last night 
disclosed the fact that no woman need walk 
a foot in any street in the city unprotected 
The police are not only ready but willing to 
provide escorts for every woman obliged to 
be out alone at night. Notonly are they will- 
ing now, but ever since the department was 
organized it has been the duty of every desk 
sergeant to see that no woman who asked 
for an escort was disappointed. 

Selecting ten police stations fairly well 
scattered over the city, and impressing into 
service a gentle voiced telephone operator to 
impersonate a woman about to need protec- 
tion for a journey through lonely streets, 
THE TRI BUN last night obtained a reliable 
ballot of the sentiments of probably every 
member of the force. The poll was suggested 
by Chief McWeeny's recent statement that 
every station was ready to furnish escorts for 
lone women at any hour of the night. 

No desk sergeant called had any intimation 
that it was anything but a bona fide request 
until the operator bad finished her conversa- 
tion and been promised a man to meet her at 
the designated place. Then a-reporter ** cut 
in on the line and explained that the call 
was only a blind. Interesting expressions 
of opinion and assurances that such calls 
were welcomed by the police resulted in 


every inetance. 


“Always Ask for Escort,” Sgys One. 

“J am Mrs. Howard, the operator said 
each time “ I live at’—giving a number near 
whatever station she happened to be calling— 
„ and I expect to be obliged to come home 
late, perhaps about 11 o’ciock. Could you 
have a man meet me at the car and take me 
home, as I am afraid to go alone? 3 

“Why, certainly. Mrs. Howard.“ said 
Sergt. Sheehan at Summerdale. “ We will 
be glad to have a man meet you. At 11 
o’clock, you say? At the Argyle station of 
the Northwestern ‘L’? All right, madam, 
the officer will be there.“ 

Sergt. Hurley at Sheffield avenue was 
equally accommodating. 
man meet you at the Diversey street „ 
station, Mrs. Howard.“ he said. “No, it's 
no trouble. We meet one young woman every 
night. She works downtown. It's a fine idea 
for a woman to ask for an escort.” 

“If you're a few minutes late, the officer 
will gladly walt.“ was Sergt. Murphy's cour- 
teous contribution from East Chicago ave- 
nue. Tes, I know you'd be afraid to go 
from North State and Bellevue place to the 
Lake Shore drive alone. You never should 
travel alone at night. Always ask for a po- 
liceman.” 


Meet All Frightened Women. 

„ Madam, I will have a fine big policeman 
to meet you. He'll see that you are not 
molested,”’ said Sergt. Cahill at Lake street. 

“ Have a man meet you because you're 
afraid to go home alone? Bless your heart, 
Mrs. Howard, if we could only meet every 
frightened woman every night and keep her 
from harm it would tickle us to death, said 
Sergt. Fitzgerald at Stanton avenue. 

“ Now, Mts. Howard, I'm going to show you 
tonight how easy it is to avoid being fright- 
ened at night.” Sergt. McNulty at Fiftieth 
street said, when the operator asked him for 


an escort. Our man will meet you at Fu-.

tieth and Indiana, at the car line, all right 
and take you to your home on Wabesh ave- 
nue.” 

At the West Thirty-fifth street station 
Capt. Thomas Kane was in his office and 
after Desk Sergt. Roebuck had agreed to fur- 
nish the operator with an escort he advised 
the reporter, who then “cut in,” to inter- 
view the captain on the question. 

“Tt is a fine thing for every woman to 
know that she has no necessity for being out 
alone and unprotected on the streets at any 
time in the night, said Capt. Kane. Our 
men don’t get as many calls of this character 
as I wieh they did.“ 


Escort Women Workers Home. 

Considerable tact was displayed by Ser- 
geant O'Connell at Desplaines street, who 
conceived the idea that it might be embar- 
rassing for Mrs. Howard” to go through 
the streets attended by a policeman in uni- 
form. 

„ Wouldn't it de better if I sent a plain 
clothes man?” the sergeantasked “If you 
will tell me how he can identify you I will 
have one there instead of a man in uniform.”’ 

“I don’t care if he has a uniform on,“ re- 
plied ‘‘ Mrs. Howard.” ‘I don't suppose any 
one would think I was being arrested. They 
might infer that he was my husband, but 
then, no woman objects to having a fine big 
man taken for her hugband, whether he’s in 
a uniform or not.“ 

At Woodlawn station “ Mrs. Howard 
found that escorting women at night is one 
of the best things the patrolmen do. A num- 
ber of the Illinois Central's women ticket 
sellers are escorted to their homes regularly 
by men from the Woodlawn station, she was 
told. 

“We are only too glad to have you women 
ask us to see you home,“ said Sergeant Con- 
way. “It gives us a sense of security, too, 
when we know that there aren't any women 
walking through our precinct urprotected 
and likely to be waylaid and robbed.”’ 

Sergeant Maurice McGrath at Hinman 
street complimented “Mrs. Howard as 
soon as she had asked him for an escort. 
“You are a sensible woman,” be said. “ I'l) 
not only provide you with an escort tonight, 
but I'll be glad to do it any night, and I hope 
all your friends will show as good sense 4s 
you do about not roaming around alone àt 
night.“ 


BOY SHOOTS SELF OVER LOVE. 


Youth Whose Parents Frustrated Elope- 
ment May Die of Bullet Wound 
Near Heart. 


Harry Sayers, 18 years old, attempted to 
commit suicide last night at his residence, 
1240 East Seventy-fifth street, by shooting 
himself over the heart. 

His parents objected to his marriage with 
Bessie Gibbons, 19 years odd, Lowe avenue 
and One Hundred and Third street, with 
whom he intended to elope this morning. 

Sayers was told by his sister, Linda Sayers, 
that hie plans for an elopement had been dis- 
covered and that his parents objected to the 
marriage. This apparently made the boy 
despondent and he fired a shot into his side 
above hib heart. He is at St. Bernard’s hos- 
pital in a critical condition.

LOVE A WITNESS 


IN DIVORCE CASE 


Former Chicago Man Says 
Wife Did Not Take Proper 
Care of Children. 


HEARING OPENS IN WEST. 


eel 
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Baker, Ore, June 18.—[ Special. J- Sidney C. 
Love, formerly of Chicago, was on the stand 
all morning in the hearing of his suit for 
divorce against Marjorie Burnes Love, which 
began today before Referee Charlies P. Mur- 
phy. 

The questioning of the witness was along 
the lines of his business affairs prior to and 
after his marriage to the defendant, especial- 
ly his financial affairs when they lived in 
Rofant, England, when the quarrel which 
resulted in their separation took place. 

When the matter of his wife's fitness to 
care for the child during their residence in 
England and her habits during that time 
came up Love said: 

“She gave the child no care at all. She 
never got up for breakfast and seldom for 
luncheon and lay in bed until 1 or 2 o'clock 
every day smoking cigarets. She smoked 
thirty-five or forty a day. She was addicted 
to the use of sleeping powders continuously. 
What they were composed of I do not know.” 


Testifies on Wife’s Letter. 

Concerning a letter alleged by the plaintiff 
to have been written to his mother by the 
defendant during her lines after they were 
married Love testified. 

As far gs 1 know, the letter has been de- 
stroyed; but she wrote my mother telling her 
about our married life, and, among otner 
things she said, concerning her own useless 
ness: ‘1 dont see why Sidney don't trade 
me off for a yellow dog.” 

Concerning the reasons why he wanted his 
wife to leave England, Love said: ö 

„Ane reason was that I bad lost my money 
ond had to go to work.“ 

Mrs. Frances Burnes, mother-in-law of the 
rlaintiff, was blamed for the quarrel between 
Love and his wife. 

The matter of Love’s former marriage 
and divorce was brought up by Attorney 
Tuska. who asked if he had ever been ar- 
rested, threatened with arrest, or if his for- 
mer wife hed secured a divorce on the 
grounds of cruelty. Love spoke a sharp 
“no.” but his attorney registered a strenuous 
objection to the question, claiming Tuska 
was using improper methods of cross ex- 
amination. 


Wife Aided First Courting. 

Love told of his engagement to marry 
Muriel Byram, Mre. Love’s eunt, and said 
the latter did an m her power to further the 
match.. This was in reply to a question as to 
whether or not hie wife's family had known 
him long before bie marriage. 

Mrs. Love sat by the side of her attorneys 
and frequently directed them to object to 
some of the testimony and made other ob- 
jections. 

Mrs. Love and her mother arrived here yes- 
terday, much to the surprise of Love, who 
had expected his wife to present her side of 
the divorce case hearing by depositions taken 
in New York. 

Her arrival here, accompanied by her at- 
torneys, is considered by Love and his attor- 
neys as an indication that she places small 
reliance upon the New York decree granted 


on May 24 and intends to fight the local case 


to a finish. , 


VOTING MACHINE 
BONDS ILLEGAL? 
EXPERT SAYS YES 


Election Commissioners’ At- 
tempt to Spend $1,000,- 
000 Not Well Liked. 


LAWYERS CHARY OF PLAN 


Former City Official Points Out 
Faults in Proposed City 
Contract. 


ONE BIDJER URGES CAUTION

The election commissioners are attempting 
to spend more than $1,000,000 for voting ma- 
chines. 

To date they haven't the money, nor any 
part of it. There is not even an appropria- 
tion for machines, and their credit is not 
yet established. 

To get the necessary million they are con- 
sidering the issuance of bonds. Charles H. 
Mitchell, attorney for the commissioners, 
has advised County Judge Owens that the 
board has that right and their bonds would 
be valid. 

Wood & Oakley, attorneys who are special- 
iets in municipal paper, have cautioned at 
least one of their clients that the proposed 
bonds would be no good. These expert bond 
lawyers question the authority of the com- 
missioners to issue bonds and their cpinion 
is considered as the last word by brokers and 
bankers. 


Board Seeems Hasty. 

The board evidently is in a hurry to pur 
chase voting devices. The specifications were 
got out in haste Apri) 27 last, and the delivery 
of the machines was asked in what all of the 
four bidders have declared to be an impos- 
sible time. Proposals were asked on 1,200 
machines, which one of the bidders calls a 
“begardous experiment” The board re- 
serves the right to buy more or less. 

The bidders were required to deposit 5 per 
dont of their price for the 1,200. Three of 
them put up certified checks ranging from 
$54,000 to $60,000. Tuts trio belteves the 
board intends to do business on a large scale, 
otherwise, they argue, why should 80 large 
a deposit be necessary simply as an evidence 
of good faith. 

The proposals were opened May 2%. Four 
makers submitted offers, but one declined 
to bid on more than fifty machines. Nx - 
perts were employed to examine the samples 
presented. Since then the board has had 
time to consider the question of how it is te 
get the required $1,000,000. 

Presumably machines were not thought of 
when the annual budget was passed by the 
city council, for there is not a dollar for 
voting devices in the more than $441,000 
appropriation allotted to the board. 


Do Not Follow Precedednt. 

This is in marked contrast to the pro- 
cedure of the former election commis- 
sioners. They sought proposals on voting 
machines twice. Each time their first act 
Was to obtain an item of $100,000 for ma- 
chines in the annual appropriation bill. Then 
they advertised, received bids, investigated 
the mechanisms submitted, and decided in 
each case against buying, because they con- 
sidered the machines had not been sufficiently 
perfected to warrant their use in Chicago. 

To buy without an appropriation would 
surely not be considered, as there is section 
208 in the crimimal code, which makes it 
a penal offense to create a liability unpro- 
vided for in the annual budget. 

But Mr. Mitchell, the board's attorney, 
asserts that section 5 of the voting machine 
statute confers the right upon the election 
commissioners to issue bonds. This sec- 
tion was submitted to Wood & Oakley. 
Henry C. Wood of that firm was examining 
the $4,600,0000 city bond issue for bridges at 
the time. This firm has been consulted 
regarding nearly every bond issue by the 
city in recent years. On a recent occasion 
when it was not consulted in the beginning 
the city council was compelled to pass « 
new enabling ordinance before the pur- 
chasers of the bonds would accept them. 
This firm passed upon every detall of the 
new city hall bond issue. It has not been 
possible heretofore to dispose of county, 
school, corporate, or water bonds of ang 
large number in Chicago, upon which the 
firm bas cast the slightest doubt. 


Expert’s Opinion Unfavorable. 

The election commissioners cannot issue 
bonds,”’ replied Mr. Wood. A broker asked 
me about that the other day. There is an 
article in the state constitution, number 9, 
I believe, which requires that a tax be levied 
before or at the time of creating a debt. 
The tax levy is for the purpose of paying 
off the liability. It follows that a body wie. 
cannot levy taxes cannot issue bonds. The 
election board cannot make a tax levy.” 

Section 5 of the voting machine law,” 
it was suggested, provides that the local 
authorities may provide for the payment 
of voting machines in such manner as ig 
deemed for the best interests of the com- 
munity. Then it adds as follows; * They 
may for that purpose make leases, issue 
bonds, certificates of indebtednese or other 
obligations which shall be a charge upon the 
city, village, incorporated town, or county.“ 

“Who are the ‘local authorities 7 
smiled Mr. Wood. “That is an indefinite 
word to use in a law when ft is describing 
who shall issue bonds. The mayor and 
other city officials sign bonds, not the loos! 
authorities.” 

“By the act of the legislature In 1908 
permitting the municipality to increase fts 
bonded indebtedness, the city must obtain 
the approval of the voters to any bond issue 
for general purposes. The city has the power 
to make a tax levy. I think that Is the 
course the bonds for voting machines must 
take. 


Can the board issue certificates of im 
debtecness? was asked.

Tue phrase local authorities,’ used in the 
act, certain refers to the election com-

“Who will sign the bonds?” 

“1tMnk bonds signed by the election com- 
missioners, coupled with an order of the 
county court, would be eufficient, ahhough 
the exact details of procedure have not 
been decided upon.“ 

Relative to s referendum, Attorney Mitchell 
added: “The bonds would be a charge 
against the city. They would be issued for 
a specific purpose. In the general bond act 
of 1008 no reference is made to this special 
act, and as a rule of construction the general 
act does not apply. The approval of the 
voters would not be necessary. 

To decide the detaile the board at a recent 
meeting passed a motion to confer with Mayor 
Harrison, Controller Traeger, and Chairman 
Richert of the council finance committee. The 
conference will probably be held as soon as 
Mayor Harrison returtie from an outing at 
his Mount Huron summer home 


. Describe Certificates Wanted 

All ot the bidders want marketable se 
eurities or cash. The Empire Voting Ma- 
chine company asks either cash or valid ne- 
gotiabie obligations of the city,’’ bearing 
4% per cent interest. 

The demand of the Internationa! Voting 
Machine company is for cash with a discount 
of one-half of 1 per cent, or “negotiable bonds 
of the city of Chicago,” bearing 4 per cent, or 
“negotiable certificates of indabtedness is- 
sued by the porper officials of the city of Chi- 
cago,”’ calling for 5 per cent interest. Both 
certificates and bonds must be approved by 
the legal representative of this company ” 
before becoming acceptable to it. 

The Winslow Voting Machine company 
wants its pay in “ cash or in valid regotiable 
Obligations of the city of Chicago, at 5 per 
cent interest, such as will be negotiable in 
the ordinary channels of commerce.” The 
fourth bidder is less emphatic. This com- 
pany, the Triumph, wants payment n cash 
or evidenced by negotiable bonds or certifi- 
cates of indebtedness under the voting ma- 
chine law,“ with 4 per cent interest. 

It will be noticed that three of them want 
bonds of the city of Chieago —not bonds of 
the election commissioners—end al! insist 
they must be negotiable. In order to be N 


gotiable in Chicago the bonds must de ap- 
proved by Wood & Oakley or other expert 
bond lawyers. 


Reasons for Big Bids. 

Why the board asked for bids on 1.200 ma- 
chines is interesting. Two reasors are as- 
signed for that procedure. One was to get 4 
lower price, according to one member of the 
board. That object was not accomplished, 
judging from the bids. The Winslow com- 
pany offers only fifty machines, ard asked 
$1.000 each. They demand the same price for 
each of 1,200 machines. The Triumph com- 
pany bid on 1,200 machines, and for each one 
complete asked $1,000. The Empire company 
asked $942.50 and the Internationa! company 
$900 each on proposals to supply 1,200. 

The other reason was given by another of- 
cia] of the board as follows: 

“The number 1,200 is just a number de- 
c‘ced upon. We may not buy that number. 
We may buy only a few, and we may not 
buy any, for we don’t know whether any 
of them comply with the law.” 

“But why did you specify 1.200? was 
asked. 

“Well, it Is generally conceded that by 
using machines the number of precincts 
could be reduced one-third: but then before 
they ere all purchased, ff any are, the whole 
of Cook county probably will be placed under 
the jurisdiction of the board, and that will 
add 150 or more precincts. Then the ma- 
chines must be overhauled from time to time, 
and # will be needed to take their places. 
Machines may get out of order on election 
Gay, and it is only sane to have an extra 
supply on hend to use. Chicago is growing, 
too

Precincts to Be Fewer, 

There are fewer than 1,350 precincts under 
the jurisdiction of the board at present. At- 
torney Mitchell saye the law requires there 
shall now be 300 voters to a precinct. Under 
the voting machine law it is provided that 
the number shell be 600. so there would be 
half as many precincts with voting machines 
as without them. 

The Winslow company bas another reason 
hy 1,200 should not be purchased. It se- 
véerely criticises the board in its bid for ask- 
irg for proposals on such a large number, 
calling the act a “ hazardous experiment.” 
The comment of this company reads: 

This bidder, in submitting a bid upon 
@riy fifty machines, believes that it is a 
hazardous experiment upon the part of both 
bidder and the board to attempt the in- 
Stallation of any great number of voting 
machines of such a large type as proposed 
to be purchased, without a practical test 
first being made by the installation of a 
comparatively small number of machines, 
ipasmuch as a teachine of this capacity 
(ine party columns with seventy keys each) 
never thas been used in any election any- 


where.’ > 


Specifications Offer Contrast. 


The statute provides that a voting machine 
must be approved by the stat voting ma- 
chine commission before it can be adopted 
by an election board. The Chicago board in 
its epecifications requires that the machine 
specified in the bid shall be approved by 
the state commission. In another section it 
is provided that the “type of the machine’’ 
ou exhibition has been approved by the estate 
commission „ 

This also is in striking contrast to the 
specifications of the former election board. 
They insisted in their specifications that 
“the machine offered «nd specified in bid 
has been examine< and approved by the vot- 
ing mechine commission of the state of Int- 
nos. And in another place it was stipu- 
lated that the bidder had placed om exhibi- 
Von in the office of the board 2 voting ma- 
chine in every particular the same as speci- 
fied and offered in said bid.“ 

To put it differently, the old board insisted 
upon having a bid on a machine which they 
could see and examine, and which also had 
been approved by the gtate commission. Tre 
present board only requires that the type of 
the machine shall have been passed upon by 
the state commission, and permits bidders 
te offer a machine different from the one 
em exhibition, provided they wil later get 
the approval) of the state board to the device 
they offer to sell. 


Follow Old Specifications. 

The two paragraphs in the specifications of 
the present board indicate that they rec- 
ognize the difference between a machine and 
a type ofa machine. That the specifications 
of the old board were available and used is 
clearly shown by the exact reproduction of 
more than a dozen paragraphs in the present 
specifications.

too short. The board admitted that possibly 
the pace was too swift, and shoved the date 
forward to May 26. That is a period of 
twenty-nine days. When the old board first 
advertised, on July 15, 1907, a period of 108 
Gaye was allowed in which to submit pro- 
posals. When they advertised a second time, 
in January, 1900, the time allowance was 198 
daye—more than six times the number of 
days allowed by the present commissioners. 


Seek Record for Speed? 

The board also appears to have been eager 
for a speed record in the delivery of the 
machines. The old board was content to 
ask the manufacturers how many machines 
they could deliver in ten months on the first 
occasion and in seven months the last time. 
The specifications of the present board called, 
without any proviso, for the delivery of 200 
reachines at or before the expiration of 
four months after the date of the signing 
of the contract. When the prospective bid - 
Gers saw that they again protested, so the 
beard prepared addenda permitting bidders 
to suggest the time they desired. Not one 
of the four bidders offered to deliver 200 
machines in four months The Empire wants 
nine monthe to deliver 500, and the Winslow 
desiree eight months to ship fifty. 

The Winslow company takes occasion to 
hope the board will compel sellers to live 
up to their time proposals in the following 
language conteined in its bid: 

„Thies bidder believes that it 18 as good a 
position as any other bidder to make early 
deliveries of thig type of voting machines, 
inasmuch ag no machines of this great ca- 
pacity have ever been constructed and mar- 
keted or used in actual election by any com- 
pany. 

Expects Fair Treatment. | 

Therefore, if any bidder, by reason of an 
offer to this board to make deliveries in 
greater numbers or in shorter time than this 
bidder proposed to do. should be awarded this 
contract, this bidder assumes that the board 
will require such successful bidder to comply 
fully with the terms of its bid, as relates to 
number of machines and time of deliveries, 
and that no reduction in the number of ma- 
chines or extension of the time of delivery 
will de granted to such successful bidder.” 

Of course, this assumption is unnecessary 
ff the board maintains or increases its speed 
after the contract is awarded There are 
cases on record where other tax expending 
bodies have done exactly the  qpposite of 
what the Winslow concern assumes will be 
done by the present board of election com- 
missioners. + 

The board provides for a bond of $250,000 
to insure the deliveries on schedule. That 


bond is smaller proportionately than any | 
bond accepted by the city in the last twelve | 
| man. 


years. Until the erection of the new city 
hall came up the city ordinances required a 
bond of every contractor equal to the value of 
the contract. or his price for the work or 
materials. 
One Exception on Bond. 

The Noel contract on the city hall was a 
trifle over $3,900,000. 
companies combined permitted to do busi- 


ness in Illinois were unable to give such a 


large bond. The ordinances were changed 
to permit bonds of one-third of the contract 
price. That was the requirement in the 
Noel contract. That ordinance is still in 
force, 
nor his predecessor has accepted 4 bond 
for less than the contract price. 

That indicates the city’s practice. 
of $250,000 is less than one-fourtt 
price demanded by any one of the bidders 
for 1.200 machines. 

There is an important provision in all 
city contracts which is not referred to in 
any way in the election commission's specifi- 
cations.

City Holds Back Cash. 

The city retains 15 per cent of the amount 
due on the contract at the time each pay- 
ment is made. For example: If to the city 
6100 000 worth of voting machines were de- 
livered as the first installment, the con- 
tractor would be paid only $85,000. The re- 
maining $15,000 would be retained, unless re- 
leased by the city council, until after the 
machines contracted for had been delivered 
and accepted. This reserve of 15 per cent 
is an ordinance requirement. 

The experts, W. L. Abbott, Paul M. Cham- 
berlain, and William Wooley, employed to 
investigate the merits and demerits of the 
machines have not presented their report 
to the board. They have about finished in- 
vestigating, and are now oreparing a state- 
ment of their opinions.

Payment Unknown to Chief. 


O. H. Tittman, superintendent of the 
coast and geodetic survey, who served as 
American commissioner on the Canadian 
boundary delimitation committee, testified 
that the payment of Hale was made with- 
out his knowledge, although he was deputed 
to disburse the expenses of the commission. 

The voucher for the Hale payment set 
forth that it was for services in connection 
with the settlement of the Passamaquoddy 
bay controversy. Tittman said he. had 
settled this controversy with Dr. Frederick 
King, the Canadian commissioner, and knew 
nothing of Hale’s services or of any rea- 
son for his employment on this matter. * 

It appears that. after Tittman had mede 
out his estimate of expenses, for which con- 
gress was to be asked an appropriation in 
1909, the state department added the Hale

“Resolved, That the flag of the United States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white, that the union be thirteen stars, white in a blue feld. representing a 


new constellation,” 


Historians and writers all vary as to the definition of its colors, and upwards 
of forty varieties of symboiisms have been attributed to the three heraldic 
tinctures, but Dr. B. J. Cigrand says that he copied from original records at the 
State department the following meaning of the colors: 


Red—Signifies hardiness and valor, 
White—Purity and innocence.

$12,000 BOND FOR FORGER. 


Endless Chain of Worthless Is- 
sues Made to Evade Detec- 
tion by Credit Men. 


A period—the dot used to mark the end of 
a sentence—earned thousands of dollars for 
Frank G. Jones of Muskegon, Mich,, manu- 
facturer-forger. 

It was shown yesterday that he imitated 
the stationery of the Western Blectric com- 
pany of Chicago in his extensive operations. 

Jones formed a company known ae the 
West. Electric company, with capital stock 
of about $50,000, paid in of which he was 
the sole officer and stockholder. 

Checks and stationery were then printed 
almost like those of the big Chicago corpora- 
tion. Some of the stockholders of the de- 
kunet American Electric Fuse company, of 
which Jones was president for several years, 
thinks thousands of dollars may yet be out 
in these checks, mistaken for those of the 
Western Electric company and honor ed by 
banks without question as aiséult 

If the danke discovered these ~hecks were 
not those of the larger company the banks 
had no difficulty in cashing the paper, as 
Jones always kept a fair amount of money 
on hiv account ia Chicago banka 


Held in $12,000 Bond. 

Jones was arraigned in the police court at 
Grand Rapids, Mich, during the day on « 
charge of forgery brought against him by 
the Old National bank of Grand Rapids. 
Acting as his own attorney he waived ex- | 
amination and was held to the Superior court 
under bond of $12,000. 

According to a statement made by Jones 
the Mercantile Credit company of Chicago 
was involved to the extent of $300,000, but 
Officials of the credit company assert their 
logs will not quite reach $100.000,

By wey of a change he sometimes executed 
a false note or draft, forging the name ofa 
responsible business man as maker. This 
note or draft would invariably be discounted 
at one of the Muskegon banks and forwarded 
to Chicago, New York, or some other point 
for collection. Then Jones showed bis gen- 
eralsh ip. , 

Branches were maintained u Chicago, New 
York, and other financial centers, ostenal- 
bly as salesrooms of the Michigan factory.

Along all lines of benefits under policies— 
death claims, endowments, and dividends— 
the transactions of the regular life insurance 
companies continued to increase last year, 
under the normal conditions that prevailed. 
New insurance for more than $2,600,000,000 
of protection was written, ana, a/ ter the pol- 
icy account deductions, the insurance in force 
showed an increase of nearly $1,000,000,000. 

An indication of norma! business conditions 
in 1910, according to life insurance records in 


‘the New York insurance department, where 


90 per cent of the insurance in force through- 
out the country must be accounted for, was 
the decrease of disbursements for surren- 
dered, lapsed, and purchased policies. The 
amount of the decrease was about $187,000, 
compared with $3,059,000 for increase in 1909 
and $14,548,000 for increase in 1908 

For policyholders able to hold their protec- 
tion throughout the year dividend payments 
were increased largely. The record of divi- 
dends paid by the companies that reported in 
New York showed an increase to the amount 


et $10,839,572, compared with $9,195,734 for 
“increase in 1908, and $7,730,107 for increase in 


1908. Several millions of dollars of dividends 
were applied for the purchase of enntities 
and paid up additioris to insurance carried. 


Increase of Loans Normal. 

According to that record, a notable featme 
of the transactions was that the amount of 
the dividénd distributions, $72,874,538, was 
$17,470 in excess of the amount of disburse- 
ments for surrendered, lapsed, and pur- 
chased policies, $72,857,068. 

The increase of loans on policies was 
normal. According to the returns of com- 
panies to the New York department, the 
amount of the increase of the loan account 
Was about $44,400,000. Increases in previous 
years were: 1909, $34,964,000; 1008, 658,480. 
000; 1907, $72,587,000; 1906, $27,279,000. 

The promotion of new companies was con- 
tinued to a small extent last year. Insur- 
ance commissioners’ denunciation of repre- 
hensible stock selling schemes had effect 
on would-be promoters.

Committee Reports on Vast New 
Subway System Project. 


CITY’S SHARE $181,200,000. 


Companies Must Make Concessions and 
Spend $126,200,000. 


New York, June 18.—Five months of con- 
ferences and controversy over new subways 
In Greater New York came to a head to- 
day in a plan which Mayor Gaynor declares 
le “the largest matter before any govern- 
ment in the world, national state, or local, 
eo far as I know, at the present time.” 

The magnitude of thé project le made most 
emphatic in doblare—$257,400,000—w hich will 
be expended if the entire program is carried 
out, or more than three times the amount 
spent on the present subway system. 

How Outlay Is Divided. 


The total outlay called for by the plang iz 
divided as followe: 


The report of the subway committee, which 
was submitted to the board of estimate today, 
proposes a compromise by which both the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company, which 
operates the present subway, and the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit company, which has con- 
trol of most of the lines in Brooklyn, must 
make concessions to the city. 


Concessions Each Must Make. 

Under this plan the Interborough will 
have to permit the Brooklyn company’s in- 
vasion of Manhattan and the Brooklyn com- 
pany will have to give New Yorkers a 5 cent 
fare to the great pleasure grounds at Coney 
Island. 

It is intimated that the companies may not 
accept, but should either corporation refuse 
all the favors will go to the opposition, ac- 
cording to the plan.

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RECIPROCITY BILL 
SENT TO SENATE 


Finance Committee Evealy 
Divided For and Against 
Tariff Plan. 


FIGHT TO OPEN TODAY. 


Gore Offers Amendment, but 
Says He Will Withdraw It 
if Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—The battle 
Unes on the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment were drawn in the senate todey when 
Chairman Penrose of the finance commit- 
tee reported the bill without recomm - 
tion. Favorable and adverse views 
presented by senators, and the way cleared 
for the long siege of discussion im open 
session. 

The ‘members of the finance committee 
were divided on the issue. In a vote to 
report the bill unfavorably they stdod 7 to 7. 

Senators MoCumber and La Follette sub- 
mitted reports outlining their individual 
views im opposition to reciprocity, and 
Williams presented the views of himself and 
Stone and Kern, favorable to the measure. 
The debete will begin tomorrow, with 
speeches fn opposition to the bill by Senators 
Curtis and McCumber. 

Mr. Gore introduced an amendment to the 
bill which would place Canadian flour, meal, 
meats, and agricultural implements on the 
free list. but said he would not preas the 
provision if it became evident that ite adop- 
tion would tmperii the bill. 


Williams Uses Taft Speech. 

Mr. Williams’ report favoring the bill gave 
especial prominence to the portion of Pres- 
dent Taft's Chicago speech dealing with wood 
— as expresaive of his views. Mr. Willlams 


It seems equally evident that the Root 
amendment will defeat the purposes of both 
governments, although in language it pre- 
tends to strive to execute that purpose. 

“If print paper and wood pulp made out 
of wood in provinces which have removed'the 
restriction be permitted to come in free to us, 
while the duty remains upon print paper and 
‘wood pulp and pulp wood made out of Ca- 
nadian wood in provinces which have retained 
the restriction, then it ig evident that it de-

Report Made by La Follette. 

Senator La Follette, in hig report, said it 
was consistent for one who believed in free 
trade to support the bill, but that so man 
who believed either in a tariff for revenue 
only or in a protective tariff could give it his 
support. 

I believe in reciprocity,” he said. “I de- 
lieve in reciprocity with Canada. The mutual 
give and take of tariff concessions between 
our country and our world neighbors, along 
the lines laid down by Blaine and McKinley, 
is a policy that has in view the best welfare 
of all concerned. But I protest against this 
proposed revision of our tariff by executive 
mandate. 

“I protest against this diplomatic bargain 
that is masquerading in the guise of reci- 
procity. It is not reciprocity. It is nota fair 
exchange of tariff advantages between our 
citizens and the citizens of Canada. It isa 
tariff trade, conceived in special interest se)f- 
ishness, negotiated in secret, and brought 
into the open with the attractive label of 
reciprocity as a bid for the favor of the 
American public—a people who believe in re- 
ciprocity that is genuine. 

“This agreement is not in the interest of 
the consumer. Rellef from the high cost of 
living is not to be found in such a tariff com- 
pact as that represented in the pending bill.“ 


McCumber Plea for Farmer. 

Senator McCumber, in his report, gave six- 
teen reasons why he opposed the Dill. All 
were based on the contention that, by open- 
ing the markets of the United States to 
Canadian farm products the proposed bill 
would have the effect of lowering the prices 
of American products. 

He predicted that. by destroying every hope 
of the farmer for the benefits of an increas- 
ing home demand and his ability finally to 
obtain just compensation for his labör, the 
country would check its agricultural devel- 
opment and send hundreds of thousands of 
the sons and daughters of farmers to crowd 
the cities.

the meal. 


Yearn for Sold Food. 

The present day demand is for the more 
staple articles in the line of confections,” 
said one candy maker. ‘Instead of the 
fluffy, puffy bonbon, the wise girle prefer the 
more substantial chocolates or even the ple- 
beian peanut taffy whereby she can both sat- 
isfy her taste for sweets and her appetite as 
well.“ 5 

A of this is not exactly unpleasant news 
to the 500 or more delegates who are gathered 
for the convention, because these standard 
staples of sweetened food are much easier 
to handle than are the fluffier compounds 
which were popular in the days before the 
high cost of diving. Pure food laws and their 
requirements are the principal subjects to 
come before the convention.

They prescribe how many pieces 
can be placed in a carton and how much each 
piece shall weigh. According to their rulings 
at present, each piece of chewing gum or 
chocolate must be so weighed: and so labeled.” 

Another confectioner said that it is much 
easier to obey the lay and avoid trouble by 
filing the demand for solid, substantial, and 
staple candies, which are more regplar as to 
quality and quantity than bonbons.

ANTWERP, June 13.—The Seamen's union 
has posted a manifesto proclaiming a strike 
and inviting all to adhere. Asa result, the 
coal trimmers and firemen on the Red Star 
steamer Finland, due to leave for New York 
on Saturday, refused to sign contracts. Ger- 
man sailors who signed for the steamer 
Marquette, refused to go aboard. The Bel- 
gian steamer Tigris, however, left with a 
full complement. 

The burgomaster has summoned repre- 
sentatives of the shipowners to meet at the 
city hall tomorrow to consider means for 
settling the dispute. 

Amsterdam Seamen to Quit. 

AMSTERDAM, June 18.—At a meeting 
here tonight, the members of the Seamen's 
union unanimously resolved to proclaim a 
genera! strike tomorrow.

Four 
thousand federal troops, commanded by three 
generals, are patrolling the streets, deter- 
mined that the victorious ingurrecto army 
under Gen. Orozco shall not enter the city. 
The insurrectos make no effort to conceal 
their anger. They say while reports come to 
them of banquets being served in Mexico 
City, they, in spite of peace, are being kept 
in the fleld on short war rations. 

Many of Orozco’s followers have openly 
declared that if the federals do not soon evac- 
uate the insurrecto army will enter in a body.

RUSSIA TO CHANGE ENVOYS. 


Head of Far Eastern Department of For- 
eign Office Probably Will Become 
Minister at Peking. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.—The transfer 
of J. J. Korostovets, Russian minister to 
China, to a European post, possibly at Lis- 
bon, is contemplated. M. Kazakoff, head of 
the far eastern department of the foreign 
office, may be appointed to the Peking post. A 
final decision will not be reached before a 
month or glx weeks.

R. Minard, wife of the Maywood principal, 
died from natural causes and that the body 
had a post mortem injection of carbolic acid, 
was made yesterday by Dr. IL B. Clendenen, 
tor fifteen years family physician and coun- 
selor of the Minards. 

The statement was given to newspaper 
men shortly after the lof Mrs. Minard 
in the afternoon. It ls whimsically regarded 
by some as a part of a professional colloquy 
between Dr. Clendenen and Dr. H. G. W. 
Reinhardt, coroner’s physician who conduct- 
ed an autopsy over the body of the Mar- 
wood woman. 

“I think that Dr. Clendenen knows what 
became of the carbolic acid bottle or con- 
tainer in Mrs. Minard's @:0m,” asserted Dr. 
Reinhardt after the inquest. 


“No Evidence of Suicide.” 
To this published insinuation, it is de- 
Neved, Dr. Clendenen decided to answer yes- 
terday when he insisted: 


mit suicide. There was no evidence of sui- 
cide by carbolic acid when I attended the 
body. There was no smell of carbolic acid 
in the room, no crumpling of bedclothes to 
indicate the unusual convulsion. I stick to 
my original opinion that Mrs. Minard dieé 
from peralysis of the heart or apoplexy.”

Move to Erect Sound 
Proof Structure. 


SAY FEAT IS POSSIBLE. 


Architect Asserts Oonstruction 
of Advanced Quarters for 
Singers Is Practical. 


Only a few brief months, perhaps, and 
the msthetio sensibilities of Maestro Tutti 
will be no longer offended by the inharmoni- 
ous sounds composed of his favorite pupils 
taking high C mingled with the full round 
tones of a bass B flat arising from a brother 
artist’s studio below. 

The musicians of Chicago plan the erection 
of a sound-proof studio building, a work- 
house of their own under ideal conditions. 
As the result of a recent meeting attended 
by music teachers who have studios in the 
downtown district and representatives of the 
American Conservatory of Music, the Chi- 
cago Conservatory of Music and the Cos- 
mopolitan school, a committee was appointed 
to devise means for carrying out the plan. 


To Decide on Plans. 

The project has progressed so far that a 
meeting to perfect an organization for the 
purpose of deciding on plans for the building 
will be held at the American Conservatory. 
of Music next Monday afternoon. 

Two plans are proposed for securing the 
building and relief from noise evils. One 
contemplates the erection of the building 
by outside capital Already several real 
estate firms have offered to secure the neces- 
sary capital and erect a building to meet 
all the requirements of the musical profes- 
sion, providing enough musicians will sign 
long term leases, 

Architect I. XK Pond has agreed to head 


a company formed by the teachers. It is 


said that enough musicians are interested 
to take 200,000 square feet of floor space. 
If the latter plan is decided on, the com- 
mittee has in sight enough men to form a 
$50,000 stock company. This subscription 
would be sufficient to cover a lease, and 
the promoters believe the building could be 
erected by giving a mortgage on the prop- 
erty. 


Plan for Twenty Stories, 

Tentative plans provide for a twenty tory 
building, to be located just outside the loop, 
either on Wabash or Michigan avenue, and 
occupied exclusively by musicians and allied 
interests. 

The general committee which e pushing 
the project consists of John J. Flattstaedt, 
president of the American Conservatory;

SAY WOMEN WERE DUPES. 


Founder of University City Ac- 
cused in Two Petitions 
in St. Louis. 


St. Louls, Mo. 
Property valued at between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 is involved in two suits filed to- 
day against E. G. Lewis, founder of Un- 
versity City, and the corporations with which 
he is connected. It is alleged that Lewis 
and his corporations are in debt to the 
amount of $5,000,000. 

The petitions ask that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for all of the Lewis properties, that 
an injunction be granted forbidding a syn- 
dicate of magazine publishers from exercis- 
ing authority under a recent agreement tak- 
ing over the properties, and a foreclosure 
on all improved property of the University 
Heights Realty and Development company. 


Charges Made Against Lewis. 

Serious charges are made against Lewis 
and his companies. The allegation is made 
that Lewis and his wife have left St. Louis, 

that Lewis is engaged in inducing wom-

Woman's league. It is charged that ruin, 
@estruction, and death have followed in the 
wake of Lewis’ enterprises, due to misrep- 
resentationgs made to investors. 

It also is charged that the reorganization 
Nan of the syndicate of publishers is a 
scheme to further deprive the creditors of 
the corporations of their money. The re- 
organization plan was to continue for five 
years. A committee representing 108 mag- 
ezine publishers took charge of Lewis’ 
properties as trustccs.to handle them for 
the five years. At the end of five years the 
Lewis properties were to be returnd to him 
free of debt, it was stated.

VICE PRESIDENT 
BLAMED FOR VOTE 


Sherman’s Act May Defer the 
Direct Election of United 
3 States Senators.

Washington, D. C., June 13.—{Special.]—If 
the resolution proposing to the states an 


direct election of United States senators by 
the people should fail to pass this congress 
all the blame can be charged to Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman. 

As a result of the vice president casting 
the deciding vote on the Bristow amendment 
retaining control of senatorial elections in 
congress, the resolution now faces a maze of 
difficulties. The two houses are at logger- 
heads over this provision and the prospect Is 
that the resolution will repose indefinitely in 
a deadlocked conference committee. 

The vice president was the subject of a 
concerted attack by the Democrats in the 
senate this afternoon, it being contended that 
he had no lawful authority to vote on the 
conetitutional amendment. If he had re 
frained from voting the Bristow proposition 
would have failed 


Debate Started By Bacon. 

Debate was precipitated by Senator Bacon 
of Georgia, who argued that Vice President 
Sherman had no right to cast a deciding vote 
on the Bristow amendment yesterday, such 
a right being confined to ordinary legislative 
business. 

Those opposing Mr. Bacon argued that the 
vice president's constitutional authority to 
vote in case of a tie was absolute and un- 
equivocal. Messre. Lodge, Gallinger, Hey- 
burn, Shively, Gore, Bailey, and others 
spoke. 

The Democrate sought to recall the reso- 
lution from the house for reconsideration, 
but the move was defeated by a vote of 88 
to 83, the vice president refraining from 
voting. 

The resolution adopted by the senate lest 
night was received by the house today, and 
will be called up for disposition tomorrow. 
Representative Rucker of Missouri, chair- 
man of the committee on the election of 
president, vice president, and members of 
congress, will lead the Democratic fight 
against accepting the senate resolution and 
will move its reference to a conference com- 
mittee. 


For the Senate Amendment. 

The Republicans will stand for the accept- 
ance of the senate resolution, and they ex- 
pect to receive the aseistance of a numerous 
following of Democrats who believe It would 
be safer to follow the senate amendment 
than to risk the contingencies of a confer- 
ence deadlock.

There’s a lack of good raw material in politics. 
Seventy-five years ago the best brains of the nation 
were available for the service of the people, The 
strong men of the country were ranged on the side 
of law and order, They held their talents at a 
higher price than the market quotation; and if they 
died poor in goods they lived rich in the esteem and 
respect of their fellows. 


There were no political machines; the right to 
vote was too precious to be prostituted. Mothers 
taught their sons that no other aspiration could be 
so lofty as distinction in public life.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Most Varied Carrot Service. 

HE average home cook has about two ways 

of cooking carrots. But so excellent a 

vegetable, with such warranted good qual- 

ities, deserves that it have all its possi- 

bilities discovered. We do not commonly 
think of the carrot as a salad ingredient, and 
still less do we remember that it may be used 
in a pudding, yet it is capable of serving us in 
both these capacities. * 

There are some cooks who believe in cooking 
everything a long time. For instance, they would 
simmer string beans for three hours, and so 
would they cook the carrot for that length of 
time or longer, and that even when it is cut into 
small pieces. The only way to learn which way 
one likes best is to try them both, and after 
that one may be reasonably wedded to her idols. 

Carrot Pudding I.— One cup of flour, one-half 
cup sugar, one potato grated, one carrot grated, 
one-half teaspoon soda, one-half cup suet, one- 
half cup raisins, one-half cup currants, a little 
salt and spices. Steam four hours.—Mrs. Wil- 
liam McDonnell, 4819 Kenmore avenue. 

Carrot Salad.— Buy 5 cents’ worth of carrots, 
boil, and when cold slice very thin. Add one- 
fourth cup of oil with pepper, galt, and vinegar. 
Lemon may be used instead of vinegar if pre- 
ferred.—Alice M. McSweeney, 714 North West- 
ern avenue. 

Vegetable Salad.—Cut as desired the vegeta- 
bles to be used and toss them together. Peas, 
beans, and carrots may be used, or black beans 
and apples, or any cooked vegetables on hand. 
Serve on lettuce leaf with the following dress- 
ing: One teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, three teaspoons of vinegar, one-half cup 
oil. Mix ingredients and beat with egg beater 
until blended.—J. P. Rich, 6744 Kimbark avenue.

Carrots.— Wash and peel one pound of large 
carrots and cut into small strips like shoestring 
potatoes. Add two soup ladies of water, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, two tablespoons of sugar, 
and let boil until soft. Heat two ounces of 
butter, add one tablespoon of flour, stir till light 
yellow; add this to the carrots and let come to 
a boll. If necessary add a little water and let 
boil up once—Mra M. Tewels, 6317 Michigan 
avenue. 

Carrots (German styld).—Cut one bunch of 
carrots in little oblong pieces, put in kettle with 
one quart of water, one-fourth teaspoon of salt, 
and one teaspoon of sugar. Cook until soft, then 
add one teaspoon of butter and serve with a 
little chopped parsley strewed on top.—Mrs. 
George W. Toope, 847 George street. 

Diced Carrots.—-Cut three large carrots into 
dice, simmer in enough water to cover: when 
tender add three tablespoons milk and butter 
as large as a hazel nut. Season and let come to 
a boil.—Mrs. S. J. Taurath, 3125 West Huron 
street. 

Creamed Carrots.—If carrots are large, three 
at the most will be enough for four persons. 
Pare and slice them in small narrow pieces 
about three-fourths of an inch long. Put in pot 
with a teaspoon of lard, slice in about an eighth 
of an onion and a little parsley. If you have 
no parsley, put in one-fourth teaspoon celery 
salt. Allow onions to brown, put in carrots, 
pour in boiling water to cover, season with one- 
half teaspoon of salt, a dash of pepper, and one 
teaspoon of sugar. t the carrots boil for 
forty-five minutes. If the water boils very low, 
add a little more boiling water. When done 
thicken with one and a half teaspoons of flour 


mixed carefully with three-fourths of a cup of 


milk. Pour into the carrots and stir carefully.

contains information which gives the reader how far infected flies are sometimes 
found from the source of their infection: | 
Chicago, June 11.—[{Editor of The Tribune.]—In connection with your annual 
“fly swatting” campaign, the following item of news from the London Daily Mail: 
“The plague of flies at Postwick, near Norwich, last summer was shown by 
experiments to be due to the presence of a large heap of refuse about half a mile 


away. 


Some of the flies traveled (according to a local government report issued 
on Friday) 1,700 yards, crossing the River Yare and a hill. 


Experiments show 


that infected flies, both house flies and blow flies, are capable of infecting fluids, 
such as milk and sirup, on which they feed and into which they fall.” 

At the present moment there are many thousands of open garbage cans and 
heaps of refuse in the alleys and back yards of Chicago. The system generaily 
in use in London might well be adopted here. In that city the refuse is put into 


a bin measuring four or five feet square. 


This “dust bin“ has a smell hinged 


lid on top which is kept quite closed by its own weight. In the side, at ground 
level, there is a sliding door big enough to admit the dustman'e shovel. All 
refuse is kept in this closed bin, the ashes being spread over the garbage, thus 


giving the flies no chance at all.

The Chicago department of health says: 

Destroy the future fly by preventing files from laying eggs and by destroying 
maggots. Each female fly lays an average of about 2,000 eggs, which in a few days 
hatch into maggots. The maggots soon creep into the ground and form pupa, which 
after ten days develop into young flies. The complete cycle requires about fifteen days. 

“Do not try to kill the maggots by covering them with dirt, as this does not 


prevent their development.”

CHINA SPUNKS UP TO MEXICO. 

It would do the Chinese a world of good 
if their government were permitted to force 
@ settlement from Mexico for the inhuman 
murder of Chinamen in various Mexican 
atates. Mexico is the one of the few nations 
of any consequence at all against which long 
suffering and long bullied China could take 
effective punitive measures if compensation 

were not forthcoming. 
China has what might pass for a navy, 
enough of one for such purposes inasmuch 
as Mexico has nothing to which the name 
might be applied by any sort of marine 
Heense. If an army demonstration were ro- 
quired China would be hopeless, but a couple 
of cruisers off Mexican ports would change 
the peon’s ideas of a Chinaman’s right to 
considerate treatment. 

China has been bullied by every big and 
little power which could get near enough 
to stick a fist up under the nose of the fat 
and helpless nation. It pays dearly for 
every attack made by its people on the citi- 
zens of other countries. It sees its own 
citizens treated abroad with contempt and 
abuse. Mexico could be brought to task lt 
the Chinese hed the determination and were 
permitted. The government is reported to 
dave the wish to teach at least one nation 
_ that a Chinaman abroad is not deserted by 
| tle country, but it is not to be thought that 
will be allowed. Too many foreign m- 

are involved, but the nations which 


stand between China and the enforce- | 
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ment of its just claim should back it in its 
demand for justice. 

The matter hes also this international 
significance: The Obinese are the only de- 
cent cooks in Mexico. Asa matter of policy 
they ought to be protected for that reason if 
for no other. If they cannot be made se- 
cure because they are human and generally 
inowensive, they ought to be guarded be- 
cause they are cooks in a land which needs 
them.

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DIRECT ELECTION OF SENATORS. 
The action of the senate on Monday 


brings us a little nearer the direct election of 
senators, but there are yet obstacles to be 
overcome. The constitutional amendment 
as it came from the house eliminated the 
provision that congress may make regula- 
tions as to the time and manner of electing 


state legislatures, The substitute adopted 
by the senate would leave that provision in 
force. 

Now the matter passes into the hands of 
a conference committee. When the joint 
resolution was being considered by the house 
a motion to make it read as the senate has 
made it was lost by sixty-odd votes. If the 
house were to refuse to accept the substi- 
tute, which is among the possibilities, and 
tha senate should be determined to stand by 
it, there would be a deadlock. If the senate 
were to accede, it would be more difficult to 
get a two-thirds vote for the amendment in 
that body. 

If the house were to yield, and the amend- 
ment as submitted to the states retained the 
power of congress to regulate the time and 
manner of electing senators/there are state 
legislatures which would refuse to ratify it. 
They would be southern legislatures, influ- 
enced by an irfational fear of the use of 
that power to serve party ends. From pres- 
ent indications there would not be enough 
of those legislatures to defeat the amend- 
ment, but they might get ald in other quar- 
ters. The legislature of no northern or 
western state would be affected by argu- 
ments which would be effective in Georgia 
or Mississippi, but legislatures are some- 
times extremely tricky. When it came toa 
question of surrendering the cherished and 
sometimes profitable power of ejecting sen- 
ators, one branch would ratify and the other 
might hang the matter up. The Illinois 
senate would act favorably. In the house a 
coalition of Lorimer or anti-Deneen Re- 
publicans and Browne Democrats, aided by 
the speaker, might shelve the subject. 

It would be better if congress were to sub- 
mit the amendment to conventions of the 
states instead of to their legislatures. There 
would be quicker action, and men elected 
by the people for the purpose of passing on 
the question at issue would represent their 
sentiments more accurately than any legis- 
lature. 


FIGHT FOR THE SULZER BILL. 

Today a subcommittee of the house com- 
mittee on postoffice and postreads will de- 
termine the scope of hearings to be on 
Friday upon the subject of parcels 

At these hearings the interests opposed 
to thie extension of our postal facilities will 
bring their great influence, a thoroughly 
organized influence, to bear. They will 
prevail unless they are combated vigorously. 
Tus Tarom, therefore, again urges 
prompt action by the press and by farmers 
and business men, through their associa- 
tions or individually, to insure a thorough 
and forceful presentation of the case for 
the parcels post, and after that to prevent 
either postponement of congressional action 
at this session or an unnecessarily liberal 
compromise with the opposition. 

The fight should be made for house bill 
9844, Introduced by Representative Sulzer 
of New York and backed by the Postal 
Progress league. This thoroughgoing 
measure, of course, will encdunter rough 
weather, and is very likely to go down in 
the senate. Yet the fight should be made 
for it with the purpose not only of winning, 
but, in case of temporary defeat, of drawing 
out the enemy and developing our own 
strength. 

The parcels post is coming, but it is up to 
the people to see that it is not delayed as 
the postal bank establishment was.

A magazine 
pretending to be devoted to the wholesome 
entertainment of children reveals a pretty 
low standard in making use of such a device 
to get subscribers. It will not commena 
itself to intelligent parents.

to mean that he has been suddenly 
promoted from the rank of a retired lleuten- 
ant of the Royal horse guards to that of 
brigadier genera] in the army. 

The office to which he has been appointed 
is that of brigadier of the king's bodyguard 
for Scotland, also known as the royal com- 
pany of archers, and in which brigadierships 
constitute a rank inferior to those of ensign, 
lieutenant, captain, and captain general, 
The latter dignity is held by the Duke of 
Buccleuch aind Queensberry, who is the 
commanding officer. 


Rosebery, the Earl of Home, the Earl of 
Haddington, and the venerable Furl of 
Wemyse. Lord Aberdeen, viceroy of Iré- 
land; Lord Elgin, former viceroy of India; 
Lord Balfour, former cabinet mimister for 
Scotland; and Lord Polwarth, head of the 
house of Scott, to which the author of the 
Waverley novels belonged, are the lieuten- 
ents. 

Th Duke of Abercorn and the Marquis of 
Tweeddale are among the ensigns; while the 
Duke of Rogburghe will find among his fel- 
low brigadiers the Earl of Minto, the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon, and the Marquis 
of Breadalbane, whose country seat, Tay- 
mouth castle, in Perthshire, has sometimes 
been described as “ the heart of Scotland,” 
occupying, as it does, the exact center of the 
northern kingdom. 


— 

Lord Elphinstone, Lord Newlands, the 
Earl of Mar and Kellie, and Lord Saltoun are 
also brigadiers of this corps, the rank and 
file of which is recruited from men of gentle 
birth, most of whom have held commissions 
in the army. It was first instituted by James 
I. of Scotland on his return from captivity in 
England, with the object of improving the 
science of archery, and in the history of the 
battle of Flodden field it is related that the 
body of James IV. was found covered and 
surrounded by the corpses of his archer 
guards. 

The regiment as now constituted was or 
ganized in 1708 by Queen Anne on the occa- 
sion of her visit to Edinburgh, and she in- 
vested the members of the corps with the 
prerogative of keeping guard over the sov- 
ereign when in Scotland—a somewhat risky 
Proceeding, seeing that the royal company 
of archers at that ‘time was composed almost 
exclusively of Jacobites. Indeed, it ie re- 
corded that in 17384 two of the archers were 
court martialed and cashiered by their offi- 
cers on a frivolous pretext, the real reason 
being that they were the only two men of 
the guard who were not in sympathy with 
the pretender. By the time of the visit of 
George IV. to Edinburgh in 1822 the Jacobite 
movement had, however, passed out of exist- 
ence, and he could therefore intrust himself 
to the prot n of the royal company of 
archers while in Scotland without any fear 
of His safety.

It is related that Sir Walter Scott designed 
a special uniform for the use of the corpe 
during King George's progress north of the 
Tweed, and that it was of “ quite surpass- 
ing ugliness.’’ But in 1831 the uniform was 
fortunately changed, and now consists, where 
the rank and file are concerned, of a green 
tunic with black braid facings, with a nar- 
row stripe of crimson velvet in the center, 
shoulder wings and gauntleted cuffs simi- 
larly trimmed, dark green trousera, with 
black and crimson stripe, a Scotch cap, with 
thistle ornament and eagle's feather, a black 
leather waist belt, with gold clasp, from 
which a short sword of the Roman order is 
suspended, the equipment being completed 
by a bow six feet in length. 

In the case of the officers the tunic is re- 
placed, for court wear, by a green cloth tail 
coat, richly embroidered with gold thistles 
and arrows, with green velvet facings, gold 
epaulets and alguillettes, crimson silk sash, 
gold laced dark green trousers, and cocked 
hat with green plumes. This uniform is 
often seen at state. functions in London 
and at Windsor castle, being much affected 
by Lord Rosebery, the Duke of Buccleuch, 
and those other peers who hold commissions 
in the bodyguard, whereas the tunic and the 
bow and arrows of the private are rarely 
seen south of the Tweed. 

r 

Whenever the sovereign visits the capital 
of the northern kingdom the commanding 
officer presents a reddendo, consisting of 
three arrows, made of snakewood, barbed 
with silver, and feathered with the plumes 
of the Argus pheasant, in token of the fealty 
of the regiment. Moreover, the Duke of 
Buccleuch is, by virtue of his office of captain 
general of the corps, gold stick to the mon- 
arch when in Scotland, his two officers next 
in rank—namely: Lord Wemyss and Lord 
Rosebery—being the silver sticks of Scot- 
land. 

The headquarters of the regiment is at 
the Archers’ hall in Edinburgh, bui.t 150 
years ago, and adorned with a number of 
fine paintings, including some splendid Rae- 
burns and with superb silver trophies and 
plate. In this ball the regimental dinners 
take place several times a year, the first 
toast being, not, as elsewhere, The King.“ 
but The Mark,“ which is drunk, not stand- 
ing, but sitting down.

The maharajah of Cooch Behar, who 18 
being made so much of by King George and 
Queen Mary in London, where he has arrived 
in order to attend the coronation with his 
consort, has his eldest son at Oxford, while 
his second son, Victor, named after Queen 
Victoria, is now at Cornell receiving an 
American education. 

The maharajah, alone among the great 
vassal rulers of India, occupies a high rank 
in Masonry and has filled the highest offices 
of the craft, having been grand master of 
the order in Benga! and senior grand werden 
of England. Moreover, he has done more 
than any one else to spread the influence and 
practice of Freemasonry in India. He ig 
devoted to every form of western sport, 
particularly to polo and to racquets, and in 
the spring of each year holds big game hunts 
in his dominions, where he hes treated all 
sorts of royal visitors, including King Ed- 
ward and his two brothers, also King George, 
the present czar, the Austrian heir presump- 
tive, the Count of Turin, the Duke of Or- 
leans, and many others, to tiger, elepbant, 
and bear shooting. 

The maharajah, like his son, is a member 
of the Bramo Somez rite, which is un- 
trammeled by caste restrictions, and which, 
based upon the uncorrupted teachings of 
the veda, was founded by Keshub Chunder 
Sen, whose eldest daughter he married in 
1878. In accordance with the practice of this 
creed, the maharajah is a monogamist and 
the maharanee is a well known and popular 
figure in London society and at the court of 
St. James.

Cooch Behar has for a long time been one of 
the most prosperous portions of Bengal. The 
terrible famines that have partially depopu- 
lated other parts of India have never affected 
Cooch Behar. The only occasion on which 
it has felt any scarcity has been when it has 
generously dispatched too large a quantity 
of its own rice in order to relieve other dis- 
tricts that ‘were faminé stricken. Besides 
grain and rice, of which it grows more than 
it needs for the requirements of its own 
people, Cooch Bebar has under profitable 
cultivation a large area devoted to tobacco 
and jute.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS AND 
EMPLOYER’S LIABILITY. 

Chicago, June 12.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Although it is somewhat difficult to trace 
the connection between the ratio of passen- 
gers killed in railway accidents in foreign 
countries to employers’ liability legislation in 
the United States, will you permit me to com- 
pare the figures presented in Mr. O’ Laugh- 
Un's dispatch in Sundays Tune with the 
latest flgures for the same countries, as fol- 
lows:

The figures I submit are not forthe purpose 
of showing that those of the first column are 
wrong, but to illustrate how utterly mislead- 
ing any statistics of accidents for @ single 
year may be. Take thoseof Belgium, for in- 
stance. A single accident in 1908 reduced the 
ratio of safety 90 per cent. 

If from the 253 passengers killed in railway 
accidents in the United States in 1900 those 
fatalities due to the passenger’s own negli- 
gence or want of care be excluded, the ratio 
for 1900 would be 10 240,800. These figures 
may be compared with those for Frence, 
where fatalities to passengers in train acci- 
dents only are reported. 

As there is no common standard of whet 
constitutes a reportable injury, the figures as 
to the ratio of injuries In different countries 
are valueless. The discrepancy between the 
ratio of one in 481,987 for Belgium and one in 
11,328,551 for Austria-Hungary, when the 
ratio of fatalities was 8 to 1 the other way, 
needs no comment.

City 1 Agrees to 
Truce Until Directors' 
Meeting Monday. 


WRITS AGAIN SERVED. 


Vice President Meagher of Com- 
pany and Secretary Do Not 
Locate Papers. 


A truce until next Monday so far as court 
proceedings are concerned was patched up 
yesterday between the city administration 
and the gas company. 

Until that time no new effort to force the 
corporation to surrender the compilations and 
analyses prepared by W. J. Hagenah as the 
basis for his recommendation that 77 cente 
be fixed as the price of gas will be made. By 
that time the company’s directors will have 
an opportunity to consider the administra- 
tion’s request that E. W. Bemis, employed 
as a critica) expert, be allowed access to these 
papers. 

Whether the working sheets of the gas 
company experts still are in Chicago or 
have been taken out of the state, they will 
serve as a sound basis for a lawsuit. accord- 
ing to the city’s legal advisers. They said 
that a subpoœna duces tecum would be valid 
against the company so long as it can be 
shown that it has the papers in its custody, 
no matter where they are. 


Meagher and Hoyne Confer. 

James F. Meagher, vice president and gen- 
eral counsel for the company, held a long 
conference with Maclay Hoyne, first assist- 
ant corporation counsel, yesterday after- 
noon, following which these statements were 
made.

It is not likely that Fire Marsha! Doyle 
will turn his hand to Chicago for some time. 
He feels that Chicago wil! need special treat- 
ment owing to its size. He will therefore get 
his organization at work in the state outside 
of Chicago at first and take up the matter 
later on with the Chicago city authorities so 
that his office can work in harmony wih the 
attorney for the city fire department. 


“Arsén Trust“ Long Suspected. 

The revelations of the so-called “ arson 
trust in Chicago are not surprising to Chi- 
cago insurance men, as they have known for 
a long time that the insurance companies 
were being fleeced of thousands of dollars a 
year in the city alone Arson, insurance men 
contend, is the hardest crime to fasten on a 
person, and the public attitude is against in- 
surance companies that contest losses. 

Insurance company managers believe that 
one of the great factors in promoting fraud 
on insurance companies through dishonest 
losses can be traced to the public adjusters 
or those who represent the assured. They 
take the ground that if the public would lend 
its enoouragement and support in the project 
of reducing incendiarism fire losses could be 
considerably reduced, 


- Losses on the Increase, 

Just at this time the insurance companies 
are experiencing an exceptional run of bosses. 
This abnormal condition cannot be traced to 
natural causes There has been no drought 
or high winds, but the business barometer, if 
carefully watched, will, in the opinion of m- 
surance men, show the cause of the high loss 
ratio. They are of the opinion that during 
the period of great prosperity business men 
branched out and bought heavily. Now with 
more depressing conditions business men are 
much more conservative and those that find 
it more profitable to cash in on their fire in- 
surance than sell to the public are supposed 
to be taking advantage of the situation.
